FAQ

Q. Dol need to be in a social work position to obtain supervision for the LCSW?
A. Yes, you must be in a social work position in order to receive supervision towards the LCSW. You
also must have an active and current LGSW to qualify.

Q. Since the Rules have changed about the “face to face” can | obtain my supervision through Skype
or other means of visual communications?

A. Yes, you are allowed to obtain supervision through live interactive means of visual communications.
The key to this is it must be all three: live, interactive and visual.

Q. Where can | find the supervision contract and do | need one?

A. The supervision contracts are on our webpage under “Applications & Forms”. It is best to have the
contract approved in advance so that you are not wasting your time or money should the supervision
not be acceptable.

Q. Where can | find the Mandatory Child Abuse Reporting program being required by the Board?
A. The program is made available through another site but you can link to it through the Board'’s at
www.socialwork.alabama.gov under “CE” The link is named “Mandated Reporters Online Training”

Q. Since we have the 60 day grace period to renew our license does this mean our license really
doesn’t expire until the end of the grace period?

A. No, your license is expired during the grace period and you should not be practicing social work with
an expired license. Although you do have a grace period of 60 days to renew your license it still
expires the last day of the month in which it was due.

Q. I renewed my license online and was selected for audit. Can | get a refund since | have to mail my
CE to the board anyway?

A. No, audits are random and about 20% of renewals are audited. You will not know before you start
the process if you’re going to be selected. The service fee for renewal online that you pay Alabama
Interactive (Al) does not come to the board. The board receives the $100 renewal fee and this is non-
refundable.

Q. When do we need to show the new mandatory CE hours?
A. You should start getting the new required hours now and they must be on everyone’s renewals by
January 1, 2017 and thereafter.
